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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1972. 

The  figures  in  the  vital  statistics  need  no  comments,  other  than 
to  say  that  they  are  well  within  national  standards.  The  numbers  of 
infectious  diseases  notified  is  now  very  small  and  the  majority  that 
occur  are  not  serious.  There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning, 
though  isolated  cases  have  occiirred  and  no  doubt  many  incidents  of 
this  nature  are  never  brought  to  our  notice.  During  the  last  two 
weeks  in  December,  an  influenza  epidemic  built  up,  but  declined  fairly 
rapidly  during  early  January. 

My  plea,  in  previous  reports,  for  adequate  family  planning 
service  now  seems  to  be  bearing  fruit.  Parliament  is  actively  engaged 
in  framing  legislation  for  this  (at  the  time  of  writing  this  report), 
and  in  the  meantime  the  County  Coimcil  will  be  starting  a  comprehensive 
service  in  the  coming  year.  I  anticipate  expanding  the  existing  service 
at  present  supplied  by  the  Family  Planning  Association. 

The  growing  interest  in  Health  Education  by  schools  continues  to 
demand  more  help  in  planning  and  presentation  of  courses  in  addition  to 
supplying  information  and  visual  aid  material  to  a  number  of  schools. 
Youth  clubs  have  also  asked  for,  and  received  assistance  in  discussion 
groups  on  health  topics  in  co-operation  with  youth  leaders. 

The  now  common  problem  of  obesity  is  being  tackled  more 
vigorously  with  the  setting  up  of  a  clinic  in  the  health  centre  to  give 
more  direct  assistance  to  individuals  with  this  problem. 

This  is  the  penultimate  annual  report  to  this  authority  and  the 
prospects  for  the  future  health  service  are  far  from  reassuring  or  clear o 
If  environmental  health  work  is  to  be  done  properly  and  members  of  the 
public  have  reasonable  access,  it  is  essential  that  a  local  base  be 
established  where  a  full-time  public  health  inspector  can  carry  out  his 
work.  He  can  then  get  to  know  his  area  and  what  is  more  important  the 
public  can  get  to  know  him. 

In  the  personal  health  field,  two  points  especially  are  worth 
serious  consideration.  While  we  will  not  know  the  definition  of  the 
health  district  until  the  autumn  or  winter,  there  is  a  distinct 
possibility  that  this  will  be  based  on  Aylesbury  to  cover  north  and  mid 
Bucks.  In  other  words,  the  "smallest  population  for  which  comprehensive 
health  care  can  be  planned,  organised  and  provided"  might  include  places 
as  far  apart  as  Long  Crendon  and  Edlesborough  in  the  south  to  Lavendon 
and  Turweston  in  the  north.  This,  despite  the  fact  that  planning 
arrangements  followed  for  the  past  few  years  in  the  north  have  been 
similar  to  the  proposals  in  the  new  N.H.S.Bill.  Unless  a  district  is 
formed  corresponding  roughly  to  the  No, 2  Local  Government  district, 
the  expertise,  experience  and  forward  planning  already  used  and  carried 
out  by  many  people  from  diverse  disciplines  will  be  dissipated. 

The  other  point  is  a  repetition  of  a  case  I  made  in  last  year's 
Report  for  adequate  consumer  representation.  The  proposed  Community 
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Health  Councils  will  require  vigorous  nenhers  if  they  are  to  have  any 
effect  at  all.  As  the  Area  health  authority  is  not  an  elected  body,  and 
half  the  Council  will  be  nenbers  of  this  body,  consumer  influence  will 
be  nininal.

As  reported  last  year  the  works  at  Drayton  Parslow,  Great  Horwood 
and  North  Marston  are  now  probably  taking  effluent  in  excess  of  their 
design  capacity.  Even  so  reasonable  effluents  are  still  being  produced. 
However,  should  any  further  extensive  development  be  likely  the  new 
Authority  will  have  to  work  in  close  liason  with  the  new  Regional  Water 
Authority  to  ensure  that  works  are  enlarged  or  replaced  as  and  when 
necessary. 


East  and  Botolph  Claydon  and  Winslow  Works  Extension, 

This  scheme  was  started  during  the  year  and  good  progress  was  madeo 
The  sewering  of  East  Claydon  will  mean  that  all  the  major  parishes  in  the 
District  will  be  served  by  a  sewerage  system.  The  enlargement  of  the 
Winslow  Works  will  also  enable  the  Winslow  Expansion  Plan  to  be  implemen¬ 
ted  although,  as  a  first  step,  there  still  remains  to  be  started  the 
scheme  to  provide  one  of  the  trunk  sewers  and  a  pumping  station.  There 
is  considerable  interest  in  getting  the  Expansion  Plan  underway  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  within  a  year  or  so  there  is  likely  to  be  a  fairly 
steady  and  probably,  accelerating  rate  of  grov/th. 


B  -  PUBLIC  cle;insing 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  is  a  service  which  is  expanding  week  by  week.  Every  new 
property  occupied  means  additional  refuse  to  be  collected  and  an  extra 
’pick  up*  point  to  be  added  to  the  rounds.  The  nature  and  composition 
of  refuse  has  also  changed  over  the  years,  there  now  being  more  and  more 
paper  and  packaging  material  and  less  fuel  ash.  Over  the  years  the 
Council  have  improved  the  service  and  have  changed  from  a  fortnightly 
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kerbside  collection  to  a  weekly  full  pick-up  service.  We  have  not,  of 
‘course,  gone  the  one  stage  further  (paper  or  plastic  sacks)  owing  to  the 
very  hea^  additional  cost.  This  is,  of  course,  the  aim  and  intention 
of  the  new  Authority  in  due  course. 

During  the  year  1972,  we  were  faced  with  very  difficult 
problems  over  a  period  of  several  weeks  throughout  the  s^^er.  The 
Lrvice  we  were  able  to  give  rapidly  deteriorated  for  a  time.  When  this 
happens  it  does,  of  course,  directly  affect  the  general  public  and  they 
are  immediately  aware  of  it.  However,  the  problems  were  eventually 
overcome  and  the  usual  weekly  service  was  soon  back  to  normal.
